Colonel Fortesque had a long day's 


running fight Mith Mutter's Boer cam- 
mand on the 27th northward from Bal- 
moral, He killed four Boers and took 
54 prisoners. 


Washington, Oct. 30—With the open- 


ing- of the Schley court of inquiry to- 
day Admiral Schley began the fifth 
day of his testimony and the third of 
his cross examination. The prospect 
was that he -would continue on the 
stand throughout the day, and pos- 
sibly tomorrow. 


He began today where he left off 


yesterday, taking 
up the different 


phases of the blockade of Santiago, 
and then the reocnnoisance May 31, 
•when the Spanish cruiser Cristobol 
Colon was bombarded. 


Th battle of July 3 was left for the 


last subject to be considerde. 


Schley said he thought t-ie recon- 


noissance, so far as it went, was suc- 
cessful, 
he batteries were developed 


and the 
fact determined that the 


enemy was in the port. 


The first question of Judge Lemly in 


regard to the battle of July 3 was the 
question. "What was the first move- 
ment o fthe Brooklyn's helm after the 
enemy's ship were sighted coming on." 


"We were heading west by north- 


west," said Schley. 


"The first helm was to port." 
"Captain Cook gave the order for the 


turn?"

Yesterday's testimony made 
slow 4 


progress, lacking the sharpness that 
character'/fed this morning's questions 
and answers. 


Practically the whole day was con- 


sumed iu questioning the admiral about 
the cruise from Cieufuegos to Santiago 
and the motives and influeuces that 
governed him in turning back after his 
squadron had arrived in the vicinity 
of the latter port. This latter branch of 
tbe cross-examination had not been 
concluded when tte court adjourned. 


The blockade at Santiago, the re- 


connaissance on May 31, and the battle 
of July 3, still remain to be covered. It 
is hardly probable that the judge ad- 
vocate can conclude before adjournment 
today. After he finishes, quite a num- 
ber of questions prepared by the mem- 
bers of the court will be submitted.

has remained one of the best governed 
of the Turkish possessions. But the 
strong desire of tbe Cretans for lib- 
erty and union with Greece has given 
rise to successive revolts, the most 
important of which was in 1866, and 
which have been the source of trouble 
to Turkey since that time. During the 
last few years there have been fre- 
quent outbreaks. 


At the time of the revolt of 1866 


Turkey made a concession of addition- 
al privileges to the Christian inhabi- 
tants, which placed 
the islands in 


quite an exceptional position among 
Turkish provinces.

PENNl COUNTERFEITING 


Has Raked In Many Dollars 


For the Weiner Gang 


BRAIN NOT RESPONSIBLE 


For Czolgosz' Assassination of 


President Mckinley 


EFFOBTS OF SECRET SERVICE 


Rewarded After Years Of Hunting 


For Those Responsible For Flood of 
Spurious Coins Pouring Into the 
Sub Treasuries 


Washington, Oct. 30.—Almost at one 


swoop the secret service has captured 
William Weiuer and a stepron who 
masquerades under the name of Israel 
Usher in Boston and the Lerner family, 
of New York and Baltimore, principals 
in a counterfeit cent enterprise of large 
proportions, and one M. Lavine of 
Brooklyn, a watchmaker who, having 
bought some tool steel of a size suitable 
for such operations and living next door 
to where a part of the counterfeiter's 
plant was discovered, is held on sus- 
picion. 


The evidence in the possession of Chief 


Wilkie goes to show that Weiner, the 
head of the gang, must have cleared a 
profit of not far from 75 cents on every 
dollar's worth of pennies he put out, 
and the flood of thi& stuff which has been 
pouring into the subtreasuries for sev- 
eral years indicates that the whole spec- 
ulation must have been a rich one, if 
not brought to a short stop. 


The ''penny case," as it is colloquially 


styled in the secret service circle, be- 
longs to the ''pesky" class—those in 
which the specific cause of offendiug 
is so small as to make the difficulty of 
rooting it out seem absurdly dispropor- 
tionate, and the machinations of the of- 
fenders take so many turns as to keep 
the whole staff on the qui vive for 
months or years. 


It will be recalled that a little Jewish 


girl named Fanny Lerner was arrested 
, in New York a few months ago for sell- 
ing rolls containing 100 one-cent coins, 
all of them counterfeit, to Chinese 
laundrynien, who, as they use a great 
deal of small change, were profitable 
customers. Where the girl got her sup- 
ply no on£ could discover. 


Chief Flynn of the New York office 


therefore-^set on foot 'a 
systematic 


search. He went first to all the manu- 
facturers of sheet brass, bronze and cop- 
per, of whom there is a large group in 
Connecticut. From them he secured 
lists of dealers, and from the dealers in 
turn it vrns ascertained that ever since 
1897 oae William Weiner had been in 
the habit of buying sheet bronze of 16 
gauge, the thickness used for the blanks 
of one-cent coins, IB quantities of 100 or 
150 pounds at a time. He would al- 
ways send boys to order the goods, 
which were shipped to Providence and 
Boston and various addresses in New 
nTork. 


A watch was set for Weiner in these 


cities, and he presently turned up in 
Boston in charge of a coin machine, 
which, however, lay in storage in a 
dwelling house, its parts not assembled. 
Borne months later he opened a fur- 
niture store at 62-t Cambridge streel, 
Cambridge, removing his machine to 
the back of another store at 646 on the 
eame street, and setting it up ready for 
work, but doing notbjng with it at once, 
evidently waiting to accumulate some 
capital. One day the first store was 
mysteriously set afire, and its con- 
tents were burned. 


A fortnight later, having collected his 


Insurance, Weiuer started his coinage 
machine running. The secret service 
watchers discovered that two Jews 
were in the habit of visiting his head- 
quarters after dark and staying in the 
basement 
for awhile. They 
were 


tracked after leaving, and in a number 
»f instances were found to have sold 
rolls of cents to Chinese laundrymen. 


Meanwhile the secret service located 


Fanny Lerner's elder sister and father 
in Baltimore, whither they had removed 
evidently to keep out of harm's way till 
Weiner got ready to set things actively 
in motion. Lerner presently became a 
peddlar of spectacles and went out in 
rural districts of Maryland, moving 
from place to place with such rapidity 
and following so erratic a course that, 
when the officers decided that it was 
tim'x to take him into custody, it took 
them some time to catch up with him. 
He was brought to Washington Mon- 
day and kept in seclusion at secret 
service headquarters. He is apparently 
an ignorant German, not over bright— 
the sort of man whom shrewder rougues 
use as tools in crime. 


It now appears that Weiner has al- 


ready a criminal record of 20 years. 
He ia a Russian by birth, and before he 
left his native country had a prfetty 
large reward hanging over him. He 
lived for some time in Fittsbur?, and 
was there identified with a gang of 
coiners. Later, removing to Philadel- 
phia, he was arrested in 1892 as a mem- 
ber of the Garfinkel gang, who also ran 
a penny plant. He was convicted and 
served 3% years m prison under the 
alias "John Lavine." He was an ex- 
pert metnl worker and coppersmith. 
His instructions to his "pushers" were 
to approach only Italian fruit sellers 
and Chinese laundrymen, as through 
these so many cents could be worked 
off by twos mid threes in change with- 
out exciting suspicion. 


Starting from an unknown origin,

WAS IN NORMAL CONDITION 


According to Opinion Rendered by 


Doctors Wh« Performed Autopsy- 
Acid Used Instead of Quicklime to 
Quickly Destroy the Body 


Auburn, N. Y^ Oct 30.—The report 


prepared by the surgeons who held the 
autopsy on Czolgosz' body related en- 
tirely to the brain and was of a highly 
technical character. After scientif- 
fically describing to tiie minutest detail 
the brain of the dead murderer the re- 
port concluded as follows: 


"No anomalies were found. The 


brain in general is well developed, suf- 
ficiently mattced with fissures, and the 
lobes are in normal proportion." 


The surgeons have not yet drawn a 


report on what ths autopsy disclosed as 
to the other organs. 


Naturally, almost the entire attention 


of the physicians assigned to hold the 
autopsy was directed towards dis- 
covering, if possible, whether the as- 
sassin was in any way mentally irre- 
sponsible. The autopsy was conducted 
by Dr. Carlos F. MacDonald, Dr. E. A. 
Spitzka, and Prison Physician Gerin. 
The skull was found to be of normal 
thickness, and it was the unanimous 
agreement, after the microscopical ex- 
amination, that the brain was normal 
or slightly above normal. This demon- 
strated to the satisfaction of the phy- 
sicians that 5n no way was the as- 
sassin's mental condition, except as it 
might have-been perverted, responsible 
for the crime. 


The autopsy was completed shortly 


before noon. The body was placed in a 
pine coffin, and was taken to the prison 
cemetery. Extraordinary precautions 
were taken to quickly and completely 
destroy it. Doubt having been thrown 
upon the efficacy of quicklime, the agent 
mentioned in the statute, it was deter- 
mined that, as the purpose of tbe law 
was the destruction of the k,ody, i: was 
not necessary to use quicklime. Ac- 
cordingly acid was poured upon the 
body in the grave. As long as is deemed 
necessary guard will be kept over the 
unmarked grave.

"REASONABLE DOUBT" 


Of Justice In Recent Conviction of 


Kdltor of Tbe Frebeit 


New York, Oct. 30.—Justice Maclean, 


in the supreme court yesterday, granted 
a certificate of reasonable doubt in the 
case of Joliann Most, editor of The 
Freiheit, an anarchist paper, in order 
to stay his sentence of 12 months' im- 
prisonment for the publication of an 
article entitled "Murder vs Murder" 
which appeared on the day of Presi- 
dent McKinley's assassination. 


Justice Maclean says the only proof 


to support the judgment is that Most 
purloined an article, expressing cer- 
tain sentiments, written by another, 
half a century ago, and published it as 
his own "in a paper professedly of some 
circulation, but which circulation is 
shown by the sale of bnt a single copy, 
that purchased by the police probably 
for the purpose of prosecution." He 
further says it may be doubted reason- 
able whether the judgment even with 
that support should stand, as plagiar- 
ism is not a criminal offense under the 
laws of the United States. 


"It is not shown," said Justice Mac- 


lean, "that the defendant's expression 
of borrowed sentiments has worked in- 
jury to any individual by falsifying any 
fact, or to the public peace or health, or 
that his acts were attended with cir- 
cumstances likely to disturb c r endanger 
the public peace or health. 


"This pilfered screed" says Judge 


Maclean, prates of humanity, im- 
morality and morality, reason and con- 
ecience, but carries no suggestion of the 


! obscene." These utterances, Justice 


1 Maclean says, do not come within l^he 
i meaning cf the section of the code under 
which,, Most was prosecuted. 


LAW IS INEXORABLE 


Cecial Equality of Southern Whites 


and Negroes Cten Neve/ Exist 


Raleigh, Oct. 80.—Governor Aycocb 


opened the negro state fair yesterday 
with an address in which he urged the 
negroes to build up society among them- 
selves, founded on culture, intelligence 
and virtue. He referred to President 
Roosevelt's dining Booker T. Washing- 
ton and said to the negroes that they 
did not need recognition by the presi- 
dent, for It would avail nothing in the 
•outh. He said: 


"The law which separates you from 


the white people in the state, socially, 
bs£ been and always will be inexorable, 
and it need not concern you or me 
whether the law is violated elsewhere, 
it never will be violated in the south. 
Its violation would be to your destruc- 
iton as well as to the injury of the 
whites." 
He pledged the best efforts 


of the whites to aid the negro, but told 
them that social equality was an idle 
dream. 


In reply Dr. C. H. King, a negro minis- 


ter of the Methodist church, said that 
the negroes did not want social equality 
and neither he nor his people wanted to 
sit down to the dinner table of the 
whites and that they were not in sym- 
pathy with any such idea.

express is not to stop there. Naturally 
the students, many of whom use the 
late train in returning to college, are 
indignant, while the townspeople and 
traveling men are equally affected. In 
this city, aside from the inadequate 
mail service, the change is not so much 
felt, although the absence of the mid- 
night train is a thing to be regretted. 
These are only the most conspicuously 
unfortunate features of the new sched- 
ule, but they are such as to call for 
action on the part of the business men 
of the city as well as of Williamstown. 
The making of a timetable is not an 
easy matter for a railroad, and mis- 
takes may be expected, but when the 
mistakes are called to the attention of 
the officials, it should be expected that 
they would be remedied as promptly 
as possible. 


DISHONEST OPPOSITION 


What efforts are being made to 


hurt the candidacy of George Z. Dean 
of Cheshire for senator are being con- 
fined pretty closely to statements that 
ere not so. This of necessity, because 
few candidates are men against whom 
less can be brought in the form of 
argument than against Mr. Dean. Just 
at present certain workers in North 
lAdams whose affiliations are not al- 
ways with the democratic party are 
taking some pains to spread the story 
that the Cheshire enterprises with 
which Mr. Dean is connected were 
having trouble with the teamsters on 
account of wages. The statement was 
iriade that Mr. Dean paid less than the 
union scale -of wages to his teamsters, 
and as reported in the Transcript 
feome days ago the Adams teamsters 
un'on appointed a committee to inves- 
tigate. The result of this investiga- 
tion was to show that Mr. Dean has 
for some time been paying consider- 
ably more than the union scale, and 
that in addition to this the men had 
been paid for holidays, when the works 
we,re shut down. As was reported in 
this paper's news columns, the union 
is satisfied that there was no room for 
grievance. The story is still being cir- 
culated to some extent, however, in 
this city. As the case at 
present 


stands, the evidence seems to be pretty 
conclusive that the affair had its or- 
igin with certain of those who wished 
to injure Mr. Dean's candidacy, not be- 
cause they especially desired the suc- 
cess of his opponent, except as they 
wished ill to Dean.

Under Four Presidents. 


TO BE SITOOEEDED BY PUKJOEY, 


Retirinc Steward Tell* of Executive 


Tastes—Cleveland Fond of Flab, 
Oy»ter» and Game—HarrlBon Par- 
ticular About 
Salad* — McEinley; 


Careful Aboat Stqte Dinner*. 
William T. Sinclair, the colored stew- 


ard at the White House, will not re- 
tain his position under President 
Eoosevelt, says the Washington corre- 
spondent of the,New York World. He 
has been Informed that he must leave 
fifter Oct. 15. It«is expected that Hen- 
ry Pinckney, the president's body serv- 
ant, will tie the new steward. 


Sinclair came to Washington in 1885 


as President Cleveland's valet. He was 
a good all around, .servant, and before 
the, .end of Mr. Cleveland's first term 
he was promoted'to the stewardship of 
the. White House, the emoluments of 
which would make the average ward 
politician envious. At the end of his 
first term Mr. Cleveland took his facto- 
tum to New York, and when he re- 
turned td the White House in 1893 
Sinclair was a gain |.installed as head 
of the commissary department. 


President 
McKlnley 
made 
few 


changes among the White House serv- 
ants, and Sinclair was retained. Sin- 
clair is a wiry .little mulatto, slow of 
speech and very polite. It is his boast 
that he has prepared refreshments for 
more great men- than any other chtf in 
the country. 


"I have now catered for four presi- 


dents," he said, "and I don't think 
there is another man living who can 
show that record. Presidents have their 
tastes, to be sure, but they are not 
much different from other men when it 
comes to eating and drinking. 


"President Cleveland, now, was fond 


of fish, oysters and game, and I have 
bunted the martet here and have some- 
times had to go to Baltimore before I 
could get what he wanted. We could 
have the finest of meat for him, but it 
was nothing at all unless he had the 
particular soft offish he liked. Mrs. 
Cleveland^ would eat anything you put 
before her, but she was very particular 
when she was to have a luncheon. 


"I was in the White House about a 


month with P/esident Harrison. He 
was more particular about salads than 
anything else that went on the White 
House table. Mrs. Harrison was a flue 
housekeeper, and her dishes were equal 
to those of a first class chef. 


"President Harrison oftqn made bis 


salads himself.- On a night when a lot 
of men would come they would try 
different recipe? for their choice dishes, 
and many a time the table in the state 
dining room has looked like a stand in 
Center market, covered, as it would be, 
•with the things they would call for. 
j 


"President McKinley took more inter- I 


est in the details of a state dinner than j 
any other president I have served un- 
der. He woald say to me, 'Sinclair, you 
must have a fine dinner, for some of 
my best friends are coming tonight.' 
The night we dined Admiral Dewey the 
president was just as excited as he 
could be. He talked about what we 
would have and would decide first oue 
way and then the other way. It was a 
long time before he made up his mind 
about favors. He and Mr. Porter must 
have talked about it for two hours be- 
fore they gave me the order. Then 'they 
selected a little book, which was to 
hold the Roman punch. That was the 
largest dinner I ever served at the 
White House. 


"The ladies of the White House have 


never interfered with me." And possi- 
bly, Bay the wiseacres at the White 
House, this Is why Sinclair lost bis job. 
Mrs. Roosevelt inspected the mansion 
last Friday.

There was a bad freight wreck «n 


the Fitchburg division of the Boston 
and Maine railroad early this morn- 
ing on "Ashburnham hill" and as a 
result the road is entirely blocked be-

to

on

branch and then to Gardner on the 
Worcester division. This has made all 
westbound trains late here today. 


The wreck was the result of a col- 


lision between two heavy freights. One 
of these was crossing over, that is 
backing down upon the other track, 
when the other came along at full 
speed and crashed into the engine of 
the first. There was time enough for 
the engineers, firemen and trainmen to 
jump, and no one was hurt but the 
two engines were badly damaged and 
and thrown from the tracks, and 
many cars were demolished.

the Official Home of tbV Pre»ldent» 
la Previous AdminlBt>*tioa»—Some 
latertiUuc Data, of the XomenoU- 
t£re of the National Capital. 
The reported purpose of the present 


occupants of the "executive mansion" 
to discard that name as Its formal and 
official designation and to use "White 
House" instead, writes the Washington 
correspondent of the New York Post 
does not represent so radical a change 
aa might be supposed. While "execu- 
tive mansion" is the name which the 
White House stationery has long borne 
and the name employed in the appro- 
priation bills, there seems to have been 
no uniform practice in this regard dat- 
ing back of Grant's administration. He 
and every president since have used 
that term, aa did Lincoln. But Johnson, 
who came In between, employed at 
least three designations for the place 


i from which his public papers came— 
executive chamber, executive mansion 
and executive office. On May X 1865, 
he transmitted a message to the senate 
and house bearing the heading, "Exec- 
utive Chamber, Washington 
City." 


Three days later he wrote under the 
beading "Executive Mansion, Washing- 
ton," in announcing the funeral of the 
late President Lincoln at- Springfield, 
111., and ordering the various depart- 
ments closed at noon. On Nov. 11 he 
used the term "executive office" In an 
official communication. 
/ 


His use of "Washington city" was by 


no means peculiar. That was the des- 
ignation of this municipality employed 
by the six cabinet officers who signed 
the formal announcement to the vice 
president of the death of Lincoln. Pres- 
ident Jackson almost Invariably refer- 
red to Washington In the same way, a 
southern trick of speech, perhaps most 
familiar in the case of "Baltimore city." 
Fillmore in some of his public papers 
wrote from the "executive chamber," 
but prior to l!he civil war period there 
seems to have been little use in, official 
messages of any name for the habita- 
tion itself, most presidents contenting 
themselves with simply the name of 
the city and the date. Monroe, in a mes- 
sage in 1824, called his official home 
simply "the president's house." That 
shows the designation of his time on 
the part of congress and the president. 
Earlier in the same administration he 
sent a message to congress on the fur- 
niture of the "bouse appropriated fot 
the president of the United States." Ho 
suggested, again, that it might be prop- 
er to "commit 1?he care of the public 
buildings, particularly the president's 
house and the capital, with the grounds 
belonging to them, including likewise1 
the furniture of the latter, in a more 
special manner to a public agent." 


How long the executive mansion has 


been popularly designated as the White 
House seems to oe a matter of some 
dispute. It is built of freestone, and in 
order to cover up the disfigurements re- 
sulting from the British invasion of 
1814 was painted white and has since 
been so maintained. The same name 
has often been applied to other places. 
notably General Grant's famous head- 
quarters in Virginia during the war, a~; 
well as mercantile establishments in 
•this and other cities. 


For many years before the war theiv 


was a picnic ground on the Potomac, 
Jvst below Fort Washington, at which 
the pavilion was known as the "TOiite 
House." Many persons think the des- 
ignation a little too colloquial for offi- 
cial purposes and formal documents. 
On.the other hand, "Executive Man- 
sion" is an uncomfortable mouthful 
and, besides, is employed in many 
of the states for the residence of the 
governor. The house in 'which Jeffer- 
son Davis lived In Richmond during 
the existence of the Confederate gov- 
ernment was, naturally enough, known 
as "the White House of the Confed- 
eracy" and is still pointed out to vis- 
itors in that way. Of course, the 
southern people simply transplanted 
the name that went with the presi- 
dent's residence and would doubtless 
have done so had the Davis house been 
painted-green or purple.

A small army of furbiahers, carpen- 


ters and decorators is at work on tha 
suit of apartments In the national pal- 
ace to be devoted to the sessions of the 
pan-American congress this fall, saya 
Edward C. Butler, special correspond- 
ent of the Chicago Hecord-Herald in 
the City of Mexico. The suit'ad joins 
the once famous embaseadore' hall, 
which before its present change into 
government offices was a room about 
300 feet long and was hung with life 
size portraits of the most renowned 
men, of Mexico. The only picture of a 
foreigner decorating Its walls was the 
commanding and colossal figure of 
Washington. 


The salon designed for the use of the 


pan-American congress, while not very 


J large, being only of about 200 square 


yards, is a perfect gem otherwise, and 
it is considered ample enough for the 
purpose, as the sessions of the con- 
gress are to be executive, and there 
will not be more than 200 delegates. 
The rooms adjoin the treasury depart- 
ment and overlook the historic Plaza 
de Armas, or. central square of thia 
capital (City of Mexico), a plaza that 
has echoed to the tread of foreign 
troops and seen the rise and fall of at 
least fou; foreign flags, those of Spain, 
Austria, France and the United States, 
under the fortunes of war. Every 
patriotic Mexican and every foreigner 
who wishes well to Mexico hopes that 
they are forever folded and furled from 
the skies of Mexico save In friendly 
salute. 


The suit Is sumptuously prepared, 


and the prevailing style is that of the 
first empire, but with enough of a mod- 
ern touch to be quite interesting. „ The 
floors are done In American woods and 
the doors and windows of Mexican ce- 
dar and California redwood artistically 
finished and with all the carvings by 
band in exquisite taste. Tbe hinges are 
all of bronze, and there is a solidity as 
well as elegance about the appoint- 
ments. The ceiling is high and with 
vaulted effect, and nearly 200 electric 
lights rim the cornices, while from the 
center depends a very graceful crystal 
chandelier set with 100 fine lights. 
Black and white marble enters into the 
structure, and the-walls have been tap- 
estried in bottle green with old gold 
trimming or figures. 


The artist and architect, Don Antonio 


Bivas Mercado, is rushing the work. 
The government has expended $200,000 
on this luxurious suit of rooms to be 
thus inaugurated by the congress. 


The sessions will be secret in the 


sense that the press representatives 
will not be present except at the open- 
ing and closing sessions, but it is sup- 
posed that certain information will be 
given out each day for the papers. This 
was done at the first meeting of the 
congress at Washington, where also the 
press representatives were not allowed. 


The newly arrived Chilean minister, 


Emilio Bello Codecido, by the way the 
only South American or Central Amer- 
ican minister accredited exclusively to 
Mexico, the rest sharing their time be- 
tween Washington and Mexico, is of 
the opinion that any action the con- 
gress may take as to the question of 
arbitration will not be retroactive and 
thus affect the dispute current between 
Peru and Chile, but will rather seek to 
bring about a court of arbitration for 
all future questions arising between the 
southern republics of the American 
continent. This question came under 
the heading of clause 2 insthe tentative 
programme of May 6 last. 


The full roster of the Mexican dele- 


gates to the pan-American congress 
has just been officially published as fol- 
lows: Joaquin D. Casasus, Jose Lopez 
Portilla, Alfredo Chavero, Genaro Rai- 
gosn, Alfonso Lamcaster Jones, Pablo 
Macedo, Francisco L. de la Uarra, 
Emiiio Pardo and Manuel Sanchez 
Marmol, while the two Mexican secre- 
taries will be Jose Godoy and Emeterlo 
de la Garza, Jr., the former the first 
secretary of the Mexican embassy at 
Washington. The entire Mexican dele- 
gation is composed of lawyers who are 
men of high standing.

During the shah's last stay In Paris 


he paid a visit to the Gobelins, where 
he showed a most appreciative Interest 
In all that ie saw.

LOOKS AHEAD FOR WAR 


Russia's Great Preparations on 


Land and Sea. .

Flffhtia* Strength of the Empire of 


Nicholas !• Being Constantly In- 
ereaved—Scenta a ClMh With Japan 
and Propose* to Be Ready For Any 
Emergency. 
The Russians are getting ready for 


an emergency, which means a, war with 
Japan, and are Increasing their navy 
and putting their army in fighting con- 
dition with great energy and at great 
expense, says William E. Curtis, writ- 
ing from St. Petersburg to the Chicago 
Becord-Herald. The army has recently 
been completely reorganized and pro- 
vided with new equipments. The Rus- 
sians unloaded 1,000,000 rifles of obso- 
lete pattern upon the Chinese govern- 
ment and substituted new ones of long 
range, high power and small caliber 
Those were Russian guns which The 
Bozers fired at the British embassy in 
Peking during the recent siege. 


In numb*rs and fighting strength the 


armies of Russia and Japan are very 
far apart, but it must be considered 
that the battleground will be on tht 
other side of the world from St. Pe- 
tersburg, where Japan will be at home. 
Last year (1900) the Japanese army on 
a peace footing consisted of S7.S47 men, 
while that of Russia numbered 1,264,- 
200, always under arms. The first re- 
serve of Japan was 76,000 men and that 
of Russia 760,000. The second reserve 
of Japan was 238,000 men, making a to- 
tal force on war footing of 402,274. The 
second reserve" of Russia numbered 
1,476,000, making a total of 3,500,000 
soldiers at the command <ff the czar. 
But both armies have been reorganized 
since these statistics were issued. 


The same difference exists In the 


navy, Russia in 1900 having 370 vessels 
in commission and Japan 171, Russia 
5,073 gyms, Japan 1,471. 


Russia has twenty-two first class bat- 


ships, twelve armored cruisers, eleven 
first class cruisers and 196 torpedo 
boats. Japan has six first class battle- 
ships, two armored cruisers, five first 
class cruisers and sixty-six torpedo 
boats. But these comparisons are not 
so significant when the geographical 
situation is considered. 


The lowest estimate of the peace 


strength of the Russian army under the 
present reorganisation since Jan. 1 Is 
42,000 officers and 1,100,000 meB and 
the war footing of 75,000 officers and 
4,500,000 men, which is a mllUtin more 
than the present numerical strength. 
When the vessels now under construc- 
tion are completed, the Russian navy 
will be increased by 113 ships of all 
classes, including twenty-four battle- 
ships, twenty-two cruisers, forty-one 
gunboats, thirty-five torpedo boat de- 
stroyers and forty-five torpedo boats. 
Fifty submarine boats are also unflpr 
construction, but they are experimen 
tal.

mous and show a continuous increase 
The following statement shows the ap 
propriations for the last ten years ii 
rabies, which are worth 55 cents in OK.
